In the year 1809 a hunter named 
llutchins, pursuing a boar, ontorod 
a niaivolouH cavern in Kentucky, 
wliii h has boon shown by invostiga- 
tion through the years to l>e the 
most romarkablo oave on tko Amori- 
can ooBtlnent. It is located la Ed- 
monson county ahd within tke limits 
of this county sre several thousand 
sink holes and about 500 open cav- 
erns. Mammoth Cave itself covers 
more than ten miles. The main 
";;vo oxtends like a di'sortod river 
bed through a succession ot archea 
and domes for ovor six mlloo, 
where it la cloaed by a pllo of 
fallen rooks. In tkd "rotaada" ot 
this eavo aro fonad rollea ot old 
salt-potre works. Now objooto of 
interest most one at ovory tarn aad 
wonderful effects are produced by 
the stalactites and sf alaRinites. The 
former are like great icicles, hang- 
ing from the roof. Thoy have been 
produced by water percolating 
through and! partly dlaaolrlag tho 
llmeatone. Bach addltloaal drop of 
water, hardening oa tho oad of the 
stalaclte. Increases Its length. A 
stalagmite Is the same kind ot 
formation, though It Is built up 
from the floor by the drops that 
fall upon It from the celling. Some- 
times these extend upward and 
downward until thoy meet, forming 
beautiful columna. The "Bottom- 
less Pit" is on a torrifytag sealo, 
and extending ss It dooa oatlro^ 
across the avenue, was long sn ef- 
fectual bar to the progress of tour- 
ists. Finally a bridge was thrown 
across II Though a substantial one, 
for the sake of perfect safety, this 
Is renewed frequently. Leaning over 
the hsnd-ralls a tourist can aafely
